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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 98-113,129-131,135,167-175, drawn to a machine for abrading a 
workpiece, classified in class 451 , subclass 5. 

II. Claims 1 14-128,132-134, drawn to a method of abrading the surface of a 
workpiece, classified in class 451, subclass 41. 

III. Claims 1 36-1 50, drawn to a tool for abrading a workpiece, classified in 
class 451 , subclass 58. 

IV. Claims 151-1 62, drawn to an abrasive cup for fitment to a tool for abrading 
a workpiece, classified in class 451 , subclass 287. 

V. Claims 163-166, drawn to a method of forming an abrasive cup, classified 
in class 451 , subclass 56. 

VI. Claims 176-183,192-194, drawn to a method of controlling polishing a 
workpiece, classified in class 451 , subclass 1 . 

VII. Claims 184-191 , drawn to an apparatus for polishing a workpiece, 
classified in class 451, subclass 285. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
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claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed can be practiced by another materially 
different apparatus that does not require a plurality of driving means. 

Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions they have different modes of operation such as 
a machine for abrading a workpiece having a plurality of driving means and a tool 
having a bulbous compliant member. 

Inventions I and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions they have different modes of operation such as 
a machine for abrading a workpiece having a plurality of driving means and an abrasive 
cup. 

Inventions I and V are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process that does not require a bulbous compliant member. 
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Inventions I and VI are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process.

In the instant case the process for 
using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product 
that does not require an abrasive cup. 

Inventions III and V are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process that does not require a bulbous compliant member. 

Inventions III and VI are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process.

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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Attorney Ernest F. Chapman on 7/3/03 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made.
